Benefits Bill 
Vetoed to 
Cut Inflation 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson has vetoed a $90- 
million increase in government 
employe insurance benefits, de- 
claring It Is Inflationary and 
inconsistent with his call for 
restraint in federal spending. 


Johnson acted 
Monday night 


after 
the 
House 
Ways and 


Means Committee completed its 
first day of hearings on a key 
portion of the President's anti- 
inflation package: suspension of 
the 7 per cent Investment tax 
credit and the tax-advantageous 
accelerated depreciation allow- 
ance. 


The veto came as Republican 


committee 
members prepared 


to 
challenge 
administration 


budget-cutting claims. 


Led by Rep. Thomas B. Cur- 


tis, R-Mo., the GOP members 
planned 
to 
question 
Budget 


Director Charles 
L. Schultze 


when hearings resume today. 


Schultze said Monday the ad- 


ministration already is enforc- 
ing a "first slice" budget cut of 
about $1.5 billion. 


Schultze, 
Secretary 
of 
the 


Treasury Henry H. Fowler and 
Secretary of Commerce John T. 
Connor presented 
the Presi- 


dent's proposals to the commit- 
tee in the opening hearing. 


Johnson announced his veto of 


the insurance bill at a hastily 
called news conference in his 
office saying, "At a time when 
we are making every effort to 
reduce 
low-priority 
federal 


spending in other areas, this bill 
cannot be justified." 


"Many members of Congress 


share my belief that our anti- 
inflationary efforts must include 
restraint on spending," he add- 
ed. "The measure I have vetoed 
today is totally inconsistent with 
our common goal." 


Johnson said if similar bene- 


fits were extended to all Ameri- 
can workers by their employers 
"we would be fueling the fires 
of Inflation by nearly $3 billion." 


He said average federal sala- 


ry and insurance benefits had 
risen by T5 per cent in the past 
10 years — more than half again 
as much as the 47 per cent In- 
crease in average factory work- 
er pay. 


"The bill goes far beyond my 


recommendations 
— 
and 
far 


beyond anything the American 
taxpayer should be asked to pay 
for at this time," Johnson said. 
He had recommended a $12 mil- 
lion insurance benefit Increase. 


The veto was the sixth of his 


presidency and second within 
eight weeks. The last bill he re- 
jected would have granted cost 
of living increases to star route, 
or contract, mail carriers.

Viet Nam Vote 
Reaction Is 
Enthusiastic

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson is taking a cau- 
tiously optimistic middle ground 
between the enthusiastic reac- 
tion of some senators to the 
South Viet Nam elections and 
the doubts of a leading Senate 
critic of administration foreign 
policy. 


"We are 
glad the elections 


were held and we are glad the 
people participated," the Presi- 
dent 
told a news conference 


Monday night. 


"We think it is a good sign. 


We hope that they will go on 
and take additional steps." 


But Johnson refused to be 


drawn into further discussion of 
the 
balloting 
which picked a 


constituent assembly to draft a 
constitution 
for 
the war-torn 


country. 


He cut off one questioner by 


saying 
"those 
correspondents 


out there (in Viet Nam) can 
give you all the information. I 
don't want to be misunderstood 
or misquoted." 


His 
remarks 
were 
more 


guarded 
than 
those of 
Sen. 


Thomas 
H. Kuchel, 
R-Calif., 


who declared in a Senate speech 
that the Viet Cong "may well 
have suffered their Dien Blen 
Phu at the polls." 


The battle of Dien Bien Phu 


led to the ouster of the French 
from Viet Nam in 1954. 


Kuchel, the assistant Republi- 


can leader, called the election 
"an 
extraordinary 
demonstra- 


tion by a poor and humble peo- 
ple of their courageous devotion 
to self-government." 


Senate 
Republican 
Leader 


Everett M. Dirksen of Illinois 
said the 80 per cent voter turn- 
out was a tonic to "those who 
believe our faith in the Viet- 
namese and their desire for self- 
determination 
has 
been' fully 


vindicated." 


Sen. Ernest Gruening, D-Alas- 


ka, a critic of Johnson's Viet 
Nam 
policies, said, "I don't 


have any great faith in those 
elections considering that Mr. 
Ky (the premier) said only neu- 
tralists 
and 
non-Communists 


could vote. 


"That's pretty much like hold- 


ing an election in the South and 
saying 
only 
Democrats 
could 


vote," he told a newsman. "It's 
difficult to judge an election in a 
country 
where 
they've 
never 


had an honest election." 


Gruening said, however, the 


results "might be very good if 
the government is responsive to 
the desires of the people."

Some 100 of the militant youths 
walked out of the Tabernacle 
Baptist Church when Williams 
spoke. They later returned.

pendent thinking and hit hard at 


the need for education and eco- 
nomic betterment.

Marvell School board says the 
1966 guidelines to the 19G4 Civil 
Rights Act are "unreasonable, 
educationally unsound, unwork- 
able and impose undue admin- 
istrative burdens, as applied to 
this district." 


The board declined to sign 


compliance pledges to the new 
guidelines after complying with 
the 19G5 guidelines. 


Pardnts of 05 Negro children 


in the district filed suit in U.S. 
District Court last August. They 
asked the court to order the 
board to comply to the 1966 
guidelines and to admit their 
children to predominantly white 
schools. 


The board filed its answer to

They Get on 
With LBJ Only 
Sometimes

Among the trials and tribula- 
tions of President Johnson are 
the Democratic and Republican 
leaders of the Senate, long-time 
friends and helpers who go 
along with him but only some- 
times. 


Take the Republican leader, 


Sen. Everett M. Dlrksen, 70, of 
Illinois. He said on occasion he 
and Johnson telephone each oth- 
er six or seven times a day. 
When he was hospitalized 
re- 


cently with a broken hip, John- 
son called him daily. 


Earlier this year when the 


Republican House leader, Ger- 
ald R. Ford of Michigan, ac- 
cused the Johnson administra- 
tion of shocking mismanage- 
ment of the war in Viet Nam, 
Dirksen refused to endorse the 
criticism. 


But this summer Dirksen ac- 


cused 
Johnson 
of not being 


"candid or consistently credi- 
ble" on the war. Then two days 
later, after a White House meet- 
ing with other congressional 
leaders, Dirksen came away 
calling it a "satisfying experi- 
ence." 


Last year he was a main prop 


in getting the civil rights bill 
through the Senate. But now he 
has just about killed all hope for 
the 1966 bill. First, he opposed 
the open housing section. Then 
he said he disliked other sec- 
tions. 


Then he said he would oppose 


the whole bill. Without him, and 
the Republican help he could 
muster, the administration can 
hardly hope to crush the inevi- 
table Southern filibuster, A two- 
thirds vote is needed to shut off 
debate. 


That Dirksen zigs and zags is 


a fact of life. The New York

Dirksen's 6 years as a member 
of the House he had changed his 
position 31 times on military 
preparedness, 62 times on isola« 
tionism, and 70 times on agri.

The highway patrol has been 
called to protect Negro children

Patrolmen stepped into a vir- 


tual law enforcement void after 
a day in which white men, 
swinging 
ax 
handles 
and 


chains, attacked Negro children 
leaving the schools. 


The 175 burly officers, in full 


riot dress, took over Monday 
night. They dispersed one hos- 
tile crowd early today. A white 
man who argued was slugged 
unconscious and carted off in an 
ambulance. 


The crowd dispersed reluc- 


tantly, with cries of "Nigger 
lover!" and "I thought you were 
a good Mississippian!" 


Several 
hundred 
whites, 


shouting defiance of both state 
and federal authority, held a 
furious session Monday night in 
the City Hall auditorium to de- 
mand that the patrol be with- 
drawn. 


"If you get that state highway 


patrol out of here there won't be 
a nigger left in Grenada," cried 
one man. 


Mayor J. D. Quinn avoided 


replying to an angry query as to 
which official called for patrol 
aid. But he said the move was 
necessary, otherwise troops or 
U.S. marshals would have been 
sent in. 


Under state law, the highway 


patrol may not go into a law 
enforcement 
situation 
off the 


highways unless local author- 
ities invite them or the governor 
orders them in. 


Some 30 highway patrol cars

Street Riots, Open 
Housing Threaten to 
Bury Civil Rights Bill

WASHINGTON (AP) - Vio- 


lence in the streets and the ad-

refusal to back 


down on open housing threaten 
to bury any chance that Con- 
gress will pass civil rights legis- 
lation this year. 


The Senate resumes perfunc- 


tory debate on the House-passed 
bill today, preliminary to a test 
vote Wednesday when the meas- 
ure may be laid to rest. 


Although Sen. Philip A. Hart, 


D-Mich., the bill's sponsor, said 
"it 
just does not make good 


sense" to kill the bill because of 
racial demonstrations and riots, 
most of his colleagues blame 
sucli disturbances for the lack 
of enthusiasm for the measure. 


President Johnson said Mon- 


day "we will do everything we 
can" to obtain passage of the 
bill, but conceded at a news 
conference 
"we 
have 
some 


problems 
in the Senate which 


appear quite serious." 


Johnson said much depends 


on whether Senate Republican 
Leader Everett M. Dlrksen will 
drop his opposition to the bill's 
controversial open housing pro- 
vision. 


"I 
arn hopeful we can find 


some way to gel this support," 
he said of Dirksen. Johnson said 
he had talked 
with 
the 
GOP 


leader, but did not say when nor 
give details of their conversa- 
tion. 


Dirksen indicated in an inter- 


view the administration might 
have salvaged part of the legis- 
lation if it had abandoned the 
open housing section he con- 
tends is unconstitutional. 


This provision, which would 


ban racial discrimination in the 
sale and rental of about 40 per 
cent of the nation's housing, has 
drained 
away support among 


Northern senators for the over- 
all measure as they have as- 
sessed the violent reaction to 
efforts to integrate some all- 
white neighborhoods. 


Although lie has criticized oth- 


er sections of the measure—par- 
ticularly a provision on selec- 
tion of juries—Dirksen has nev- 
er said he would be unwilling to 
entertain compromises on them.

John L. McClellan, D-Ark., told 
the Senate today that the civil 
rights bill now under considera- 
tion provides no answer to the 
civil rights problem. 


"We 
are 
engaging 
in the 


perennial legislative shell game 
of delusion and deceit," McClel- 
lan said in a prepared speech. 
"We are once again witnessing 
(lie technique of the double R 
operation— the Negroes riot and 
Congressreacts." 


Declaring that it is impossible 


civil rights movement, McClel- 
lan said that, in trying to meet 
their "unreasonable and Illegal 
demands," 
Congress 
was in- 


dulging in false hopes and pur- 
suing an illusion. 


"If our government is really 


going to alleviate or eradicate 
poverty, ignorance and inequali- 
ty in all forms and, if its pur- 
pose is to eliminate personal 
predilections, 
prejudices 
and 


bias wherever and whenever 
they exist, then I suggest that 
it is embarking on the wrong 
course when it proposes to do 
this simply by Insisting on the 
enactment of still another in a 
long series of civil rights bills. 


"We should know by now that 


a true and correct solution of 
these problems 
can only be 


found 
in 
and applied by the 


process of evolution and not by 
the forces of revolution." 


McClellan said the nation is 


reaping the fruit of seeds of 
violence and disrespect for the 
law sown by leaders of some 
minority groups. 


"This measure is not and can- 


not be a panacea fo r the riots, 
the looting and the mobs roam- 
ing the streets of American cit- 
ties today," 
McClellan said. 


"This bill is not a substitute 
for the real needs of our time." 


McClellan criticized President 


Johnson 
for 
using 
the civil 


rights 
battle cry, "We shall 


overcome," in his call for new 
civil rights legislation. 


"It is ignoble and tragic for 


the Congress 
to succumb to 


threats of blackmail—threats of 
blood running in the streets un- 
less this so-called civil rights 
bill of that so-called civil rights 
bill is enacted into law," Mc- 
Clellan said. 


McClellan attacked each sec- 


tion of the bill arid said, in con- 
clusion: 


"Even a cursory examination 


of this bill shows that it suffers 
the vice of vagueness, the in- 
sidiousness 
of innuendo, 
the 


evils 
of expediency and 
the 


onconscionableness of unconsti- 
tutionality. It should be reject- 
ed, defeated and it should be
